The prior art teaches that it is well known to perform search functions at a second 
location for the user (first location) and provide collective results. The prior art also shows that it 
is known for web sites (third location) to provide information directly to the user. However, the 
prior art that provides search functions at a second location (i.e. - search server) does not teach 
that it is knows to send a request from the second location to a third location to enable the third 
location to send information directly to the user.
